Oakland to Be Main Stop; 


Scenic Beauties Will Be 


Unrivaled 


A fast limited train, which will 


embody all of the elements of swift 
transportation and at the same time 
give the traveler the opportunity of 
viewing on one trip the majority .of 
the scenic beauties of the "road of a 
thousand wonders," is planned by the 
Southern 
Pacific 
Company 
to run 


from Seattle to Los Angeles, via Oak- 
land. 
As soon as some changes in 


roadbed construction and a necessary 
modification of schedules, as well as 
an arrangement to. prevent some of 
the dO.ays ' which now occur in the 
winter time, are perfected, this fast 
train will be put In operation be- 
tween the extreme points on the 
Southern Pacific Company's system. 


Oakland will thus be the pivot of 


this route and the convenience 
to 


travelers on pleasure bent or in haste 
for business reasons will more than 
compensate for the. expense neces- 
sary to its estarnllshment.

U. S. WARNS CUBA OF 


PENDING INTERVENTION 


President Gomez is Cautioned That 


Laws to Safeguard Republic 


Must Be Enforced 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 16.—The State Department has served 


notice on President Gomez that the United States will intervene in 
Cuba if further attempts are made by the veteran 6rganization_to 
nullify the law prohibiting the. interference of the military in politi- 
cal affairs in Cuba. 


The attitude of the United States is shown by the following 


note-presented today to the Cuban government: 


"The situation in Cuba as now reported .causes grave concern 


to the government of the United States. 


"That the laws, intended to safeguard free republican govern- 


ment shall be enforced and not defied, is obviously essential to the 
maintenance of law, order and stability indispensible to the status 
of the republic of Cuba, in the continued "well-being of which the 
United States has always evinced and cannot escape a vital interest. 


"The President of the United States, therefore looks to the Pres- 


ident and government of Cuba to prevent the threatened situation 
which would • compel the government of. the United States, much 
against its desires, to consider what measures it must take in pur- 
suance of the obligations of its relations to Cuba." 


Officials Accused 


SAN FRANCISCO, Jan. 1G.—It became 


known today that the civil servi'ce com- 
mittee of the grand .jury, which has been 
investigating municipal conditions, had 
returned a report which censures severe- 
ly the various commissions of the Mc- 
Carthy1 administration and recommends 
that practically all 'the McCarthy hold- 
over commissioners be ousted from of- 
fice. Among- these are the civil service 
commissioners, the board of health and 
police commissioners, the board of works 
and the head of the department of elec- 
tricity. 


In reviewing the work of the civil ser- 


vice commission the report says: 


"The civil service commissioners have 


not shown that respect for the duties 
and powers of their high office which the 
charter confers upon .them—which their 
obligations require of them." 


WORKS BOARD SCORED. 


The board of- works is scored for not 


consulting the civil service eligible list 
in malting appointments. 


"This board, like all the other depart^ 


mentis," says the report, '-never considered 
the law, contenting itself with the ex- 
cuse that 'it had been the custom." The 
commissioners knew how to read and we 
think they should have rend the charter 
and then tried, to obey it.

Bodies of Man and Woman 


Are Found in House Which 


Had Been Set Afire.'., 


Evidence of Kerosene Found 


Near Where Great Hole 


Was Burned in Floor 


SAN FRANCISCO, .Jan. 16 The dis- 


covery of the dead bodies of Mrs.^Jennle 
Sonburg ot 2700 Diamond street and Ed- 
ward Conncrs, 50 years old, In the house 
at the above address, shortly before noon 
today has developed a. mystery which Is 
puzzling the police. 
, 


Whether murder has been committed 


as well as arson by way of an attempt 
to destroy evidence Is yot to be deter- 
mined. 
Policeman-Speck of the; Ingle- 


slde station, ;wno Is .making the first in- 
vestigation, • Is Inclined to thinJc- that 
the- case Is one of murder and. suicide as- 
Mrs. Sonburg's husband1 .Is/a sailor and 
away at sea, and as the couple were 
heard .to be quarreling; on Saturday. 


HOUSE SET ON FIRE. 


That an attempt was made to flcstroy 


'the- house, admits of no doubt, as flro 
was set In.the basement and as there Is 
a gaping hole which burned through the 
floor of the back parlor. 
Evidences of 


kerosene were found in the basement near 
where the fire started. 


The house . is located near Glen Park 


in the suburbs of the city, and it was 
not until a coal dealer named. Paso called 
this morning that the dead bodies wera 
found and the police notified. Page saw 
the'body of Mrs. Sonburg In. the hall. On 
breaking' in, Policeman Speck discovered 
that Conners lay dead on a couch In the 
front parlor. 
There ware no signs of 


shooting, and if Conners was murdered 
the method used was poison. 


MAY HAVE SLAIN MAN. ,- 


The fact that Conners' body Is mora 


decomposed than that of Mrs. tfonburg 
convinced the patrolman .that he undoubt- 
edly died first, and it Is his theory that 
Mrs. Sonburg may have slain the man and 
then attempted to flre the house, being 
herself overcome by smoke which filled 
the building. 


Tli fact that the flre was extinguished, 


however, nftor burning a hole through the 
floor would Indicate, it would,.seem, that, 
it had not burned Itself out, but had been 
put out by human hands.

Deputy Coroner Gavan believes tT>at 


Mrs. Sonbtirg and Conners met .their death 
through accident. Ho believes'that Con- 
ners fell nsleei) In the front room and that 
Mrs. Sonburg accldentaly • overturned a 
lamp, which exploded, setting flro to th* 
house. 
She then extinguished the blaza 


under great difficulty, but was so over- 
come by smoke that she was suffocated 
by the fumes which filled tha house, anil 
fell In the hallway while attempting to 
reach the iloor. It is supposed that Con- 
ners was asphyxiated as he lay sleeping.

30,000 Rendered Homeless 


by Early Morning Blaze in 


Japanese City 


'Venice of East' Lapped by 


Flames That Destroy 5268 


Houses 


OSAKA, Japan, Jan. 16.—A score 


of fires which broke out at 1 o'clock 
this morning swept across the south- 
ern half of this city, fanned by a 
strong wind. The fire was not under 
control until late in the afternoon, 
when, according to official figures, 
6268 buildings had been destroyed and 
30,000 persons rendered 
homeless 


During the 
first 
four hours tht 


flames consumed more than 1300 
houses. 
Osaka, the "Venice of the East 


has a population of about a million 
and is rated one of the most import 
ant manufacturing and commercia 
cities of Japan. It is located on the 
island of Hondo, on the two banks o1 
the river Yodo, and is visited by 
travelers for its Buddhist temp.le anc 
its picturesque canals, spanned b> 
1300 
stone and bamboo bridges. 


FREQUENT FIRES. 


It has been the scene Of freauenl 


conflagrations, 
mainly because its 


buildings are of flimsy bamboo or 
wooden structures, built close to each 
other and very inflammable. An of- 
ficial report of the damage in the 
city's "great fire" of August 1, 1909 
.gave' the number of buildings de- 
stroyed aa 11,363. The loss of life 
was limited to a single person, but 
the 
property 
loss 
ran 
Into 
the 


millions. 


. Another big fire in Japan in re 
cent years was at Hakodate, August, 
1907. which cost $15,000,000. 
Last 


year there was a conflagration in 
Tokio, which destroyed that city's 
famous Yoshiwlra,,or tenderloin, with 
a loss of $3,000,000.

Factories Employing 4000 


Hands Closed on Account 


of Strike 


All the Saloons at Scene of 


Labor Strife Are Ordered 


Closed by Mayor 


LAWRENCE, Mass., Jan. 16.—An 


effort was made today to start the 
cotton and 
woolen mills, 
around 


which there were scenes of rioting 
by strikers yesterday. A small num 
ber of operatives appeared for work 
under the militia guard. 
It was 


stated that the authorities had the 
situation well under control. 


Dudley M. Holman, secretary to 


Governor Foss, held a conference 
early today with Joseph J. Etter of 
New York, who is at the head of the 
strikers, in an effort to bring about 
a settlement. 


While this conference was going 


on. Mayor Scanlon and Colonel Swot- 
zer of the Eighth Regiment, who is 
in command of the militia, were in 
consultation at'the armory regarding 
the patrol of the mill district for the 
day. 


By order of Mayor Scanlon all the 


saloorcs were closed. The Everett, 
Pemberton and Lawrence Duck mills, 
employing about 4000 hands, were 
closed. In the remainder of the mills 
about one-fourth of the average num- 
ber of help started work.

system." 


The petitioner states that the Bay Cities 
Some Telephone Company has been or- 
ganized to operate systems in San Fran- 
:isco and Alameda counties, and that 


I it has acquired the Berkeley system an.I 
franchise of the Home concern. People 
are very weary of. the two. systems-.and 
want a change; One system iy sufficient.' 
The merchants will hail the change with 
delight.

HENRY LABOUCHERE, EDITOR 


OF LONDON TRUTH, IS DEAD 


HENRY JjABOUCHERE, editor of London Truth, who died today at 
Florence, Italy, after long illness. 


FLORENCE, Italy, Jan. 16.—Henry 


Labouchere, the editor of the London 
Truth, died at - his villa here this 
morning. 


Until a few years ago Henry La- 


bouchere was one of the most promi- 
nent ' Independent politicians in the 
British isles. 
He was a member of 


Parliament for about half a century, 
tfut always declined to take office in 
any cabinet. His political views were 
extremely 'radical, but he preferred 
to give expression to them, as a free 
lance in the House, of Commons. 


He wielded a very caustic pen, 


which was used freely in the weekly 
newspaper, Truth, of which he was 
owner and editor, and In which he 
exposed 
many abuses in political, 


commercial and diplomatic life. 


He was at one time in the diplo- 


matic service and served as an at- 
tache at' "Washington In 1884, but he 
retired from the service ten years 
later to enter politics. 


Owing to failing health he Ohac 


resided in Italy since 1906.

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Some Ghoulish Political Practices. 


It is intimated that a.letter written by Grover Cleveland in 


which he expressed theicar that Woodrow Wilson was "not intel- 
lectually honest," will shortly be published. If any such letter is 
made public we trust there will be no question of its authenticity. 
In the last Presidential campaign a forged letter, alleged to have 
been written by Mr. Cleveland, figured rather prominently. It is 
to be hoped that no' more of that kind of ammunition will be used 
for or against any candidate. 


Posthumous letters to the discredit of living candidates are al- 


ways to be viewed with distrust. They, are ex.parte statements 
usually made in confidence, and the opinions they express may have 
been subsequently changed by the writers or the circumstances on 
which they were based satisfactorily explained. Usually such^ let- 
ters were intended to be private communications, hence making 
use of them after the death of the writers is in the nature of a breach 
of '"confidence. Against their will the dead are called as witnesses 
against the living, and called in such a manner as to put the living 
to a great disadvantage. 


As, the readers of THE TRIBUNE well know, this paper is not 


an-admirer of Governor Wilson nor a subscriber to his political 
doctrines, but decency is decency and Dr. Wilson is as much entitled 
toiair play as any man. We have no liking for body snatching in 
politics. We do not believe in rummaging through the private cor- 
respondence of the dead for some insinuation or accusation against 
the living. Governor .Wilson should be, if he is not, judged by what 
hetsays and does, not by Mr. Cleveland's doubts of his sincerity, 
assuming that he entertained such doubts. At the most Mr. Cleve- 
land merely expressed an 'apprehension that Woodrow Wilson was 
intellectually dishonest It was a doubt, not a conclusion; but con- 
ceding it to have been a conclusion, it may have been a mistaken 
one, or been subsequently changed.

' .Assuming that Mr. Cleveland did write such a letter, we are 
confident that were he living he would object' to its being published 
as;: campaign material. It was not written for any such purpose, 
anl Grover Cleveland would be the last person to sanction the 
striking of a foul blow in his name over his honored grave. 
He 


would be the first to repudiate the ethics of making a partisan use 
of£his private.correspondence; It was not his way in life, and it 
disTiqiioreliis:'memory to degrade,the moral authority he held 
arrjbngjtns''countrymen after his death. It is not fair and it is not 
decent.',,.; .

IWe. confess that we doubt Woodrow Wilson's sincerity—his in- 


tellectual honesty, if you please—but we shall not pry into the pri- 
vate correspondence of former .President. Cleveland in search of a 
reason for the doubt. If we cannot give a reason of our own for 
the doubt we will refrain from expressing it. 


Respect for the, dead, as well as regard for the canons of truth 


and decency, forbid digging in, the tombs for reflections against the 
living-. We are deaHng;. with living issues and living men, not with 
theTopinions (or prejudices) of the dead. Let that suffice. Let the 


Confidences of the dead repose in their graves and not be violated 


to asperse the living.

Our government has winked at such things tod long.

up strife among our neighbors nor furnish arms and money to 
carry on rebellious wars against friendly governments. 
There has 


not been an insurrection in Mexico, Cuba or any of- the Central 
American republics during the last sixty years in which Americans 
have not figured. In every case arms and -money were supplied in 
the United States. Filibustering expeditions without number have 
sailed from American ports during the last seventy years. 


No wonder our Spanish-American neighbors do. not like us; no 


wonder they regard our pledges of neutrality with contempt, =>nd 
look upon our professions of friendship as empty mockeries. They 
are justified in doing so. We do not respect their rights—at least. 
we have not respected them-hitherto; and we"haye insulted their 
national pride. Our,policy has been a buccaneering one, and it has 
borne its legitimate fruit of hatred and suspicion. It is-high time 
this policy were reversed. We cannot win, and have no right to win, 
the confidence. and good-will of our Spanish-American neighbors 
unless we live up to our treaty engagements and pay the same re- 
spect to the rights of other nations that we demand shall be paid 
our own. 


An example has been made of Colonel Chapa. It is to be hoped 


that every other violator of the neutrality laws" will be prosecuted 
and punished.

PREPARING FOR WAR 


Preparations for war go on wherever 


men of civilized nations are found. 
De- 


spite the efforts that have been made by 
many sincere men to bring about the dis- 
armament of nations through the spread 
of peace propaganda, 
there 
is heard 


everywhere the tramp of soldiers' feet. 


Even far-away South Africa—peaceful 


since the Boer war and the absorption 
of the old element into the British scheme 
of things—is actively engaged in prepar- 
ing for eventualiUes. 


Having fen- people, a large area to pa- 


trol and great possibilities to defend In 
the event of trouble, the South African 
has been forced to do something that 
neither England nor Canada has found 
necessary—make the entire population re- 
sponsible for a call to arms. 


It is not intended, however, at this time 


to train all youths, as is done in Germany 
or France. However, the same prin- 
ciple is established In tho formal an- 
nouncement of the South African govern- 
ment's b!lL 


It is proposed to take so many of the 


youths in the land between the apes 
of 17 and 25 years as may be considered 


necessary and give them Instruction for 
four years in military tactics. 


Rifle 
association 
training—whatever 


that may mean—will-be provided for the 
remainder of the citizens not undergoing 
military training. 
This provision would 


Indicate that a sort of smattering of mili- 
tary education Is to be .given the entire 
population, enabling quick mobilization 
of all available forces In event of need. 


Furthermore, those" who are subjected 


to, this lesser training will be compelled to 
contribute the sum of one pound in money 
each year for a period of 24 years, pre- 
sumably toward the upkeep of the gov- 
ernment's military establishment. 


The naval "bug" also obsesses South 


Africa, for, while explicitly stating that 
it is not intended to creat a local navy, 
provision is made for a naval volunteer

For the present 20,000 to 25.000 men

Key Route has expressed, himself in. a 
similar manner." 


Mayor Wilson then reminded his audi- 
tors that, after all, it was the great work- 
ing- class that was performing the actual 
physical services of the railways. 


THE MAN WHO TOILS. 


"Let us not, ostrich-lilte, stick 
our 


heads in the sand -and Ignore the great 
movements of our time. On the one hand, 
consolidation, combination and the titanic 
organization of material and industrial 
equipment of civilization, a power so great 
so apparently ruthless and Indifferent 
to the welfare of human life as to seem 
like an ogre; and, on the other hand, do 
not forget that there is a rising tide of 
the common people—tho spirit of democ- 
racy, the spirit of Americanism, and the 
great common people are coming to enter 
in "upon the possibilities which this ma- 
terial and machine age has developed." 


MANAGER SCOTT SPEAKS. 


Assistant General Manager W. R. Scott 


oT the Southern Pacific, -who is J asident 
of-Berkeley, spoke.in pare as fo. _>ws: 
"In recent years there has been a great 
deal of criticism against railroads and 
corporations in general, largely as a re- 
sult of appeal to prejudice. on the part 
of professional politicians. 
The. Inter- 
state commerce commission, 
organized 
some years' ago, has from time to time 
had its authority, and scope of inyestlgar 
tlon and regulation increased ;by legis- 
lative, enactment; commissions have been 
installed in the various 
States iri 'the 
Union endowed with regulative authority 
with respect to traffic within the State— 
all imbued with-the idea that railroads 
and corporations were oppressing the peo- 
ple on every hand, and drastic measures 
have been adopted in various states with 
a view of overcoming the bugaboo that 
the politicians assured the people . was • in 
danger of overwhelming them, with the 
result that a railroad traversing several 
states was confronted with the fact that 
wjhat was Imposed -on them, by statutory 
provisions and commission orders as le- 
gal in one state was illegal in another, 
and'the regulations of both in all prob- 
ability at variance with the orders of the 
Interstate -commerce commission. 
\ 


EXPERTS ARE NEEDED. 


The reason for this Is found in the 
personnel of-the legislative bodies of the 
various states and the personnel of the" 
various commissions'. .The operation of a 
railroad" and the successful handling of 
transportation of both passengers 
and 
freight require a lifetime of experience 
and study to insure proficiency. Not- 
withstanding this, the.fact that any man 
who has expert knowledge of or has been 
in the employ of a railroad company or 
corporation at any time, in nearly all 
cases is sufficient to disqualify him from 
being a member or participating in any 
of the deliberations of the various com- 
missions, so strong has been the popular 
belief as a result of the blind following 
of ill-informed speakers or politicians who 
appeal to the prejudice of the masses. 


LAWYERS PASS ON RAILROADS. 
"If it were necessary to construct a 
very large building Or to provide a bridge 
across a stream or. large body of water 
requiring considerable architectural 
or 
engineering skill, It is not probable that 
the municipality proposing to erect. such 
a structure would for a moment consider 
the advisability of asking the city at- 
torney to prepare the necessary plans; 
yet this or similar action is taken In 
connection with the organization of com- 
missions for the regulation of railroads 
by various States, and also the federal 
government, involving the regulation of 
the most important business and the 
greatest expenditure of capital In our 
country. 
"Items of the utmost importance, call- 
ing for the most expert knowledge on 
the subject, are unhesitatingly passed on 
by men who have hud no 
experience 
whatever in this direction. As a .result 
of this agitation in the past few years, 
it is only natural that some of the senti- 
ment would be reflected in the adminis- 
tration of municipalities, and at times a 
disposition be shown to ask or demand 
unreasonable concessions from the rail- 
roads or corporations coming -within tho 
regulatory provisions of its charter. 
"Ths present commutation rates In the 
vicinity of San Francisco, and particu- 
larly in Alameda county, are the lowest 
in the world, and If all of the people 
traveling to and from 
across the bay 
were carried at the commutation rate, 
the railroad serving the community could 
not pay expenses. In the beginning the 
commutation routes were comparatively 
short, but as municipalities grow their 
bcHT<iTrics.,ar9 extended and ths trans- 
portation lines must likewise 
extend. 
"H*:?* the average haul longer without 
additional compensation. 


500,000 PER MONTH. 


"The approximate number of passen- 
gers on all suburban lines to and from 
Berkeley, counting one each way, or a 
round trip as two passengers, is 500,000 
per month — requiring under existing 
schedules some 500 train movements, all 
within 21 hours each day, on schedules 
cf limited headway mid with scarcely any 
interruption, calling for tho highest or- 
der of alilllty and efficiency ton itha 
port of officers «nd wnptayos engaged In 
Oto work.

WHEELER'S ADDRESS. 


President Wheeler delivered an address, 


which he 'concluded with a plea'for har- 
mony between corporate • interests and 
the people. .He declared that the South- 
ern Pacific trains did not create any too 
much noise for him, and praised-1 the-pub- 
lic spirit and foresight shown by the 
Key Route company in building-the pio- 
neer electric system.

"And you don't know what you owe 
to the Southern Pacific," he said. "For 
the handsome Berkeley, station you are 
indebted to the late Edward Harriman,

W. W. Keith, of'the industrial depart- 
ment of the Key Route, said:..

I pre- 
sume acreage could have been purchased 
in these very sections at that time, on 
the cow pasture basis, of a very few 
hundred dollars per acre. With the reach-

districts, what a change, has become 'ap- 
parent!"

WONDERFUL "FUTURE. 


"Enough said for tha' past. Now let us 
look -ahead. > Air signs seem to point .to

Daily, we read in the 
columns of the public press ol the great 
projects for betterment which are being- 
planned by.the larger interests that they 
may be more adequately fitted to meet 
the demands which, in all probability, 
will be made upon them. 
"Summing up the whole? situation, I, 
frankly, believe that at Tast the great 
State of California Is about to come into 
her own, and, with, the opening of the 
Panama canal, she will take her place 
in the foremost rank of this great Union, 
the United States of America."

Its primary purpose is to lessen 
the tremendous loss of life due to lade of 
safety measures In the mines. 
• The bill Is the .result of Investigations 
made'In Europe by Dr., John R. Haynes 
of California, which have led to the con- 
clusion that from three to five times as 
many deaths from mining disasters oc- 
cur in this country as in European coun- 
tries. 
Under the Works bill the secretary of 
the interior is given authority to make 
such regulations and direct the use of 
safety appliances as will protect the lives 
and health of mine employes. Full power 
Is given to the secretary, in person or by- 
representatives, to Inspect and examine 
mines.
